2. In the Navy (Pension) Regulations, 1964, in clause (a) of regulation 129, 
for the words "on the advice and recommendations of the deputy commissioner 
or collector of the district, divide, at his discretion, for reason.? to be recorded in 
Vvriting the special family pension among the eligible heirs of the deceased sailor.”,

‘‘On the basis of the verffleation or investigation report rendered b.y the 
Recruiting Organisation and attested or countersigned by any one 
of the undermentioned local civil authorities, divide, at his discretion, 
for reasons to be recorded in v^riting the special family pension among 
the eligible heirs of the deceased sailor:—
